WI AT a Bone Retreat is a retired 
Life for a Gentleman, who has 
faithfully ſerved his King and Country! 
he e de la Sarte was one of 

thoſe who had ſignalized himſelf in Italy, 
Flanders and Catalonia, and then retired 
to his Caſtle at Raguidelles in Turenne, 
where he lived honourably upon forty 
thouſand Livres per Annum, which was 
all he had remaining after his vaſt Ex- 
pences in the Army.

The Curate obſerving the 
Baron was pleaſed with his Diſcourſe, 
purſued it farther, and ſpoke ſo favoura- 
bly of Felician, that the good Gentleman 


had immediately the Curioſity to ſend for 


him. 
Felician was brought to the Caſtle ; and 
the Baron had no ſooner fixed his Eyes 


upon him, but admiring the Beauty of 


his Countenance, and the Grandeur of his 


Air, he could not help ſaying, that

behaving himſelf with a filial Duty, not-
